CONVENTION 

At  the  Nineteenth  Convention  of  the  American  Institution  of 
the  Deaf,  held  at  Delavan  Wis.  last  svnnmer  the  Montana  School 
was  represented  by  Mr.  Thompson  and  myself. 

HEALTH 

We  have  been  free  from  all  contagious  and  infectious  diseases 
with  the  exception  of  a  mild  case  of  typhoid  fever  which  was 
broug-ht  in  at  the  opening-  of  the  scliool  year.  The  patient  has 
made  a  complete  recovery.  The  reports  of  our  attending-  physi- 
cians Drs.  Ward  and  Leighton  of  Boulder,  our  oculist  and  aurist 
Dr.  Donovan  of  Butte  and  our  dentist  Dr.  Eddy  of  Boulder  are 
attached. 


CHANGES  IN  FACULTY 
Miss  Josephine  Hayden  of  the  Deaf  Department  resigfned  at 
the  close  of  school  last  year  to  accept  a  position  at  an  increased 
salary  in  the  Georgia  School.  She  is  succeeded  by  Miss  Mabel 
Moylan  of  Baltimore,  Md.  Miss  McRoberts,  Director  of  Music  in 
the  Blind  Efepartment  also  resig^ned  and  is  succeeded  by  Miss 
Susie  B.  Matkin,  a  graduate  of  Hardin  College  Mo.  Miss  Claire 
Harsha  of  Denver  is  taking  training  as  a  teacher  of  the  Blind  and 
assists  as  supervisor  and  teacher.  Miss  Ethel  Cowan  resigned 
and  is  succesded  by  Miss  Martha  Russell  who  formerly  taught 
in  the  Blind  Department  has  been  transferred  from  the  Training 
School  and  has  the  grammer  grade  studies  this  year.  Miss 
Mary  Dunaway  has  the  position  in  the  Training  School 
formerly  filled  by  Miss  Russell.  Mr.  Harry  Eastlick  succeeds 
his  brother,  Mr.  J.  T.  Eastlick  who  resigned  at  the  close  of 
school  to  go  into  business,  as  boys'  supervisor  and  teacher  of  in- 
dustrial work.  We  are  fortunate  in  this  department  to  have  all 
our  lady  teachers  graduates  of  the  Normal  Course  of  the  New 
Jerse}'-  Training  School,  at  Vineland,  New  Jersey. 
THE  BINET  TEST 
The  Binet  Test  of  Intelligence  was  adopted  as  the  standard  in 
the  School  for  Backward  Children  two  years  ago.  Each  child  on 
his  entrance,  is  given  a  careful  examination  by  his  teachers  and 
graded  according  to  the  Binet  chart.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
while  the  physicial  ages  of  our  pupils  range  from  6  to  21  years, 
their  mental  ages  run  from  3  to  1 1 .  The  average  mental  capacity 
of  the  children  in  this  department  is  that  of  a  child  of  seven. 

DISCIPLINE 

The  problem  of  discipline  in  a  school  of  this  kind  is  one  that 
requires  a  great  deal  of  study  especially  as  the  methods  applied  to 
the  deaf  are  not  at  all  suitable  for  the  blind,  and  the  feeble-minded 
require  still  another  method  of  control .  The  ideal  we  seek  is  that 
of  a  steel  hand  in  a  velvet  glove.  As  long  as  a  few  simple  rules 
and  regulations  are  followed  all  goes  well,  but  the  way  of  the 
transgressor  is  hard.  Corporal  punishment  is  not  permitted  except 
by  the  express  command  and  in  the  presence  of  the  President. 
During  the  last  five  years  we  have  strapped  about  one  boy  a  year. 
Every  teacher  and  employee  is  warned    that    strikin.£r    a  pupil    is 
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grounds  for  instant  dismissal.  A  blow  is  a  la/.y  man's  short  cut 
in  righting-  a  wrong.  Much  more  effective  punishment  may  be 
devised  if  those  in  authority  are  willing  to  use  their  ingenuity. 
Depriving  the  pupil  of  some  anticipated  pleasure,  sending  him  to 
bed,  or  social  ostracism,  the  punishment,  recommended  by  Presi- 
dent Elliot,  for  the  transgressors  in  big  business,  we  have  found 
very  satisfactory.  Still  we  would  not  recommend  the  complete 
abolition  of  corporal  punishment.  When  a  boy  cuts  his  initials 
on  a  mahogany  piano  we  know  of  no  more  fitting  punishment  than 
a  good  warning  with  a  razor  strop, 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

As  noted  in  the  reports  of  the  different  heads  of  departments 
numerous  minor  repairs  and  improvements  were  made  in  the  plant 
during  the  summer  vacation. 

Plans  have  been  drawn  by  Haire  and  Link  for  the  erection  of 
a  new  building  for  the  Feeble- Minded  and  the  contract  awarded 
to  Olson  &  Johnson  of  Missoula  for  $79,000.  The  building  is 
planned  for  a  school  house  but  will  be  used  temporarily  for  living 
and  domestic  purposes  as  well.  It  is  three  stories  with  a  high 
basement,  139  ft.  by  117ft.  It  has  been  located  by  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners  across  the  riv-er  from  the  present  plant  and  will  be 
the  central  building  for  a  new  institution  planned  for  and  especially 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  feeble-minded  children. 

Designs  are  now  being  drawn  for  a  central  heating  and  power 
plant  across  the  river.  The  experts  employed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners  having  reported  favorably  on  the  plan  of  the  Local 
Executive  Board  to  transmit  steam  and  electricity  across  the  river 
to  the  present  plant. 

A  water  and  sewer  s\'stem  have  been  installed  at  the  ranch 
house  with  the  money  appropiated  by  the  last  legislature.  A 
moxdng  picture  macliine  has  been  placed  in  the  chapel  and  the 
Deaf  and  Backward  Children  have  derived  a  great  deal  of  pleasure 
and  profit  from  the  exhibitions.  The  educational  value  of  carefully 
selected  films  is  very  great. 

NEEDS 

We  still  have  a  chicken  wire  fence  aroiuid  the  front  of  our 
buildings.     This  is  hardly  in  keeping  with  the  digTiity  of  a  state 
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institution.     The   last  legislature   appropiated   $3600,  tor  fencin*^ 

and  improvements  and  we  trust  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  can 

see  their  way  clear  to  allov/  the  Local  Board  to  use  this  money.

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Physician's  Report 

To  L.  E.  Milligan,  President, 

Montana  Schools  for  the  Deaf,  Blind  and  Feeble-Minded, 
Sir: 

We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following-  report  of  the  med- 
ical conduct  of  the  institution  for  the  past  year.  There  has  been 
about  the  usual  amoimt  of  sickness  resulting-  from  the  minor  ail- 
ments such  as  lagrippe,  tonsillitis,  simple  fevers,  colds  and  head- 
aches, without  any  of  them  appearing-  in  epidemic  or  dang-erous 
form. 

We  have  been  free  during  the  year  from  all  contagious  dis- 
eases as  well  as  infections  with  the  exception  of  a  case  of  typhoid 
fever  which  developed  in  a  boy  soon  after  his  admission.  This 
has  been  a  rather  mild  case  which  is  convalescing  satisfactorily 
and  the  patient  will  soon  report  for  general  duty. 

We  are  particularly  pleased  to  report  that  no  death  is  to  be 
recorded  in  the  institution  diiring  the  year.  This  is  quite 
remarkable  considering  the  number  in  the  institution  and  that 
many  of  them  are  of  very  lov/  vitality  arid  all  have  physical 
defects.  This  record  certainly  speaks  well  for  the  V\^atchfulness 
and  care  of  the  officers  and  attendants  having-  the  responsibility 
of  these  pupils.

Montana  wSchools  for  the  Deaf,  Blind  and  Feeble -Minded. 

Sir: 

In  submitting  my  annual  report,  it  affords  me  much  satisfac- 
tion to  note  considerable  prog-ressin  every  department  of  the  work. 

The  absence  of  any  epidemic  of  a  serious  nature  among  our 
children  since  the  adoption  of  our  policy  of  carefully  examining 
every  child  at  the  time  of  admission  and  thoroughly  treating  those 
who  require  it  at  once,  is  a  matter  of  no  little  satisfaction.  The 
continued  improvement  in  many  of  those  children  who  have  had 
adenoids  and  tonsils  removed  is  gratifying.  Though  by  no  means 
claiming  the  credit  for  the  most  brilliant  results  achieved  in  our 
feeble-minded  department,  still  it  is  a  pleasure  to  have  been  of 
some  assistance  in  having  relieved  the  physical  obstructions  which 
otherwise  would  have  made  it  impossble  for  these  children  to 
have  made  such  rapid  progress.  In  the  department,  several  have 
been  materially  assisted,  while  the  blind  child  reported  as  oper- 
ated on  a  year  ago  continued  to  maintain  good  vision.  Six  chil- 
dren  enrolled  last  term  have  had  their  sight  so  improved  by  glass- 
es and  general  treatment  that  they  are  attending  the  public  schools 
this  fall. 

The  admission  of  children  to  this  school  every  year  who 
might  have  done  efficient  work  in  the  public  schools  if  proper  and 
surgical  treatment  had  been  available,  emphasizes  the  necessity 
for  the  careful  examination  of  eyes,  ears  and  throats  of  all  school 
children  as  urged  by  our  public  health  department.  The  antipathj- 
so  often  expressed  by  some  of  the  parents  to  any  treatment  of  their 
children  in  the  first  few  years  of  this  work,  has  been  almost  entire- 
ly removed,  so  that  now  with  very  few  exceptions  every  encourage- 
ment is  given  the  child  to  submit  to  any  necessary  treatment, 
thus,  opportimity  is  afforded  the  child  to  acquire  every  benefit  and 
advantage  of  the  institution. 

As  time  progresses  the  percentage  of  operations  is  materially 
reduced,  owing  to  the  fact  that  all  the  older  pupils  have  already- 
received  what  attention  was  required  in  this  line.  Our  work  now 
becomes  more  in  the  nature  of  developing  and  improving  all  the 
natural  faculties  the  child  may  still  possess. 
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.\.L4-ain  iiuieh  thanks  is  due  the  superintendent  and  the  entire 
staff  as  well  as  the  local  physicians  for  their  kind  co-operation  in 
assisting  and  caring'  for  these  little  patients. 

The  advantag:es  of  our  new  hospital  are  too  obvious  to  dis- 
cuss. The  efficient  manner  in  which  it  has  been  conducted  its 
first  year  is  very  commendable. 

Besides  patients  treated  in  the  regular  course  of  the  work 
glasses  fitted  etc.,  the  following  operations  w^ere  performed  in  this 
department  of  the  hospital.

1\)  P.  H.  Brown,   Head  Teacher  Indttsiria I  Dept., 

As  teacher  of  printing-  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
in.Qf  report. 

During:  the  last  year  eight  boys,  12  to  17  years  old,  have  re- 
ceived instruction  and  they  have  done  excellent  v/ork.  We  are 
g-reatly  in  need  of  more  fonts  of  new  type,  borders,  galleys,  job 
sticks,  etc.  and  more  room.  The  printing"  office  is  small  and 
crowded  and  I  would  like  to  have  two  rooms,  one  for  office  and 
composition  work  and  the  present  room  could  be  turned  into  a 
press-room  and  stock  room. 

The  Annual  Report  is  set  up,  printed  and  boimd  by  the  deaf 
boys.  It  consists  of  about  50  pages  fulh^  illustrated.  About  450 
copies  are  printed  each  year. 

The  Rocky  Mountain  Leader  is  published  once  a  month  con- 
sisting of  16,  20  or  24  pages  and  the  average  edition  of  the  Lead- 
er is  about  450  copies  each  month.  In  addition  to  this  all  the  job 
work  for  the  school  is  done  in  the  printing  office  with  a  few  out- 
side jobs.  The  boys  receive  instruction  in  all  branches  of  the 
work,  thus,  preparing  them  to  earn  their  own  living  when  they 
leave  school. 

A  book  binding  outfit  has  been  installed  and  the  boys  have 
learned  to  make  blank  books,  check  books,  etc.,  and  a  number  of 
library  and  school  books  have  been  repaired  or  rebound.

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Chief  Engineer's  Report 

To  L.  E.  Millig-an,   Preside^it, 

Montana  Schools  for  the  Deaf,  Blind  and  Feeble-Minded. 
Sir: 

The  followin<^  are  the  principal  items  ot  work  done  by  the 
Power  Department,  since  my  last  report. 

Laid  565  feet  4  inch  cast  iron  water  mains  in  trenches  five 
feet  deep  and  connected  four  hydrants  to  mains.  Hydrants  are 
placed  so  that  any  three  of  them  can  play  a  stream  on  any  build- 
ing' with  from  50  to  100  feet  of  2^-^  inch  hose.  This  gives  very 
g-ood  fire  protection. 

Covered  about  400  lineal  feet  of  naked  steam  mains  with 
asbestos  sectional  covering*,  in  basement  of  main  building-.  Pipes 
covered  were  from  5  inch  diameter  down  to  1^  inches.  Cover- 
ing- those  pipes  greatly  helps  circulation  in  the  one  pipe  system 
of  the  main  building-. 

Installed  shirt  ironer  in  laundry.  Installed  circular  saw 
tables  in  carpenter  shop.  Put  five  new  flushing  tanks  in  A  Build- 
ing. Put  2J'2  inch  hose  branch  in  boiler  room  to  flush  out  sewers 
occasionally. 

The  water  system  at  the  ranch  consists  of  a  concrete  cistern 
16  feet  by  12  feet  by  7  feet  deep  about  3500  feet  west  of  ranch 
house  which  gives  a  head  of  110  feet.  The  cistern  has  a  capacity 
of  about  10,000  gallons.  From  the  cistern  the  water  is  conveyed 
down  the  side  hill  through  a  2/^  inch  pipe  to  ranch  house,  a  l,/4 
inch  branch  is  taken  here  and  run  across  to  the  covv^  barn.  There 
are  three  hydrants  connected,  one  near  the  house,  one  near  the 
cow  barn  and  one  inside  of  the  cow  barn.  This  gives  splendid 
fire  protection  and  enables  the  cow  barn  to  be  kept  absolutely 
clean.  The  pressure  at  the  hydrants  is  about  50  poimds  per 
square  inch. 

Stretched  a  No.  14  wire  circuit  along  each  side  of  the  cow 
barn  and  put  six  lights  on  each  side.  This  gives  a  fine  light  for 
milking  and  gives  the  barn  a  very  neat  up-to-date  appearance. 

A  sewer  line  of  six  inch  tile,  275  feet  long,  was  laid  from  the 
ranch  house  to  a  concrete  septic  tank,  5  feet  by  12  feet  7  feet 
deep,  in  dimensions  built  according  to  the  most  approved  plans. 
The  ranch  house  is  now  e(iuipped  with  hot  and  cold  water,  bath, 
toilet,  wash  basin  and  kitchen  sink. 

Renewed  all  ceiling  lights  and  rewired  four    chandeliers    in 
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chiipL'l.  Rcwii'cxl  one  chandelier  in  teachers  dining'  room.  Put 
teleplione  circuit  from  B  Ihiildinp;  to  hospitah  Put  telephone  in 
matron's  room. 

Cleaned  sewer  from  printing"  oi^tice.  I  wish  to  call  your 
attcJition  to  tlie  kitchen  and  printing  office  sewer,  also  the  drains 
from  the  boys'  bath  room  and  lavatory  B  Building-.  None  of 
those  sewers  have  grrade  enough  for  good  drainage  and  they  give 
much  trouble.  I  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  5  H. 
P.  motor  for  the  ca,rpenter  shop,  as  the  present  motor  1%  H.  P. 
is  too  light  for  VvX^rk  Vvdth  the  rip  saw. 

Boilers  were  thoroug-htly  cleaned  and  examined  during  vaca- 
tion. Furances  repaired  and  put  in  good  condition.  Put  new 
piston  rods  and  composition  lining  in  v/ater  end  of  boiler  feed 
pump.  Overhauled  engine  and  dynamo.  Painted  eng-ine  room 
lioor  and  all  pipes  and  machines.  Put  everything  in  good  condi- 
tion. Our  coal  this  year  is  very  unsatisfactory.  It  it  fully  30  per 
cent  dead  slack  or  dirt.  We  have  to  w^heel  20  per  cent  of  it  out  of 
the  basement  in  the  shape  of  ashes  which  nearly  doubles  our 
labor  and  reduces  the  efficiency  of  the  plant. 

On  the  evening-  of  the  4th  of  November,  after  starting  up  the 
engine  for  the  night  run  the  38  inch  driven  puUy  on  jack  shaft 
showed  signs  of  distress,  the  engine  was  instantly  stopped,  when 
we  found  the  pully  ready  to  fall  to  pieces.  It  was  replaced  next 
day  by  a  new  pully  of  better  construction. 

Other  repairs  such  as  .sewing  machines,  typewriters,  tel- 
ephones, electric  clocks  and  batteries,  traps  and  Webster  Seals, 
are  to  numerous  to  mention.

Report  From  Ranch 

To  L.  E.  i\li]li,u"an,    President, 

Four  years  ago  the  State  School  bou.i^fht  a  cattle  ranch  of  320 
acres.  vSince  tlien  50  acres  more  have  been  purchased  whicli  added 
to  the  40  acres  com])rising-  the  orig-inal  site  of  the  School  makes  a 
total  of  410  acres  of  land  to  be  farmed  and  cared  for.  Our  prob- 
lem has  been  to  convert  this  wild  hay  pasture  and  waste  land  into 
productive  tame  hay,  grain  and  vegetable  raising-  soil  so  that  as 
much  as  possible  of  the  produce  required  in  tlie  maintenance  of 
the  School  could  be  raised  on  the  farm. 

A  careful  account  has  been  kept  of  the  expenses  of  conduct- 
ing' the  ranch  and  the  profit  from  produce  above  all  expenses  has 
rang-ed  each  3''ear  from  12  to  20  per  cent.  The  value  of  the  pro])- 
erty  has  nearly  doubled  since  the  School  acquired  it. 

The  re^Tfular  farm  work  has  been  carried  on  during-  tlie  past 
year  w4th  the  aid  of  one  ranch  hand,  a  milker,  and  six  feeble- 
minded boys.  Two  miles  of  wire  fencing-  has  been  put  up.  A 
Delaval  se])aniter,  a  drill,  a  disk  harrow,  a  manure  spreader,  a 
vStudebaker  wag-on,  a  set  of  double  harness  and  a  saddle  have  been 
added  to  our  equipment.  Twent}'  Holstein  cows  were  purchased 
and  shipped  from  eastern  Minnesota. 

A  spring  has  been  piped  down  from  the  hills  and  an  ample 
supply  of  pure  water  for  domestic  and  stock  purposes  is  conven- 
iently at  hand.  A  sink,  wash  bowl,  toilet  and  bath  tub  have  been 
installed  in  the  ranch  house  and  a  septic  tank  and  sewer  line  built. 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  report  we  need  a  g^ranery,  a  machine 
shed,  and  a  horse  barn.

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Report  of  the  Montana  School  for  Backward 
Children 

To  L.   E.    Milli<>-an,   President, 

Montana  Schools  for  the  Deaf,  BHnd  and  Feeble-Minded, 
vSir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  sixth  annual  report  of  the 
>fontana  School  for  Backward  Children. 

All  our  boys  and  girls  have  shown  marked  improvement 
physicalh'  and  mentally.  The  regular  study  hours,  the  callisthen- 
ics and  the  steady  occupation  under  careful  and  intelligent  super- 
\'ision,  and  encouragement  to  do  their  best,  have  worked  wonders 
with  these  unfortunates. 

The  school  work  is  carried  on  from  8  A.  M.  to  12:30  P.  M. 
Mrs.  Perry  has  the  advanced  classes.  Miss  Ella  Dunaway,  the 
kindergarten  and  primary  classes  and  Miss  Mary  Dunaway,  the 
manual  training  classes.  The  morning  is  divided  into  half  hour 
periods  and  each  child  makes  several  changes  during  the  morning. 
This  gives  variety  to  the  daily  program  and  keeps  up  the  pupil's 
interest  in  his  work.  It  is  impossible  for  the  great  majority  of 
our  children  to  concentrate  their  attention  for  any  length  of  time. 
Mr.  Eastlick  has  sloyd  and  gymnastic  classes  which  also  vary  the 
monotony  of  the  school  work. 

Besides  the  regular  school  work  the  older  boys  have  helped 
care  for  the  farm  stock  and  crops,  improve  the  grounds  and  fields 
by  clearing  out  stones,  grubbing  sage  brush  and  bushes.  They 
have  hauled,  sawed  and  split  all  the  wood  used  for  the  kitchen, 
bakery  and  laundry.  Also  assisted  in  haiding  and  shoveling 
coal  for  the  boiler  room  and  taking  out  the  ashes.  The  farm 
boys,  during  the  summer  vacation,  dug  all  the  ditches  for  the 
water  mains  to  be  used  for  the  protection  against  fire  and  for 
irrigation,  besides  the  grading  done  about  the  buildings. 

A  special  detail  of  regular  school  boys  has  rendered  valuable 
assistance  in  the  culinary  department,  helping  with  the  dish 
Avashing  and  preparing  vegetables.  These  boys  being  under 
special  care  of  a  competent  teacher.  The  smaller  boys  have 
helped  clear  the  plot  of  ground  in  front  of  the  building,  grubbing 
up  the  sage  brush  and  hauling  off  the  stones.  We  expect  to  plow 
up  and  seed  down  this  piece  of  groiuid  in  the  near  future,   thus 
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making'  a  beautiful  lawn. 

The  girls  have  helped  do  the  sewing  and  mending  for  the 
entire  family  of  pupils.  Besides  assisting  in  the  general  domestic 
duties  about  the  house  and  laundr}-. 

In  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
cordial  and  loyal  support  tendered  pie  by  the  President,  and  the 
valuable  assistance  given  me  by  the  corps  of  officers  and  teachers 
and  the  kindly  interest  they  have  manifested  for  the  welfare  of  all 
concerned .

Schools  For  Deaf  and  Blind 

The  Montana  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  BHnd  is  open  to  ail 
the  deaf  and  the  blind  children  of  the  state,  between  the  ages  of  6 
and  21  who  are  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  education  in  the  com- 
mon schools. 

No  child  who  is  idiotic,  or  afflicted  with  an  offensive  or  conta- 
gious disease,  or  who  is  an  invalid  so  confirmed  as  to  prevent 
study  will  be  received. 

The  institution  is  in  no  sense  an  asylum,  nor  a  place  or  refuge 
for  those  who  cannot  see  or  hear.  It  is  not  an  almshouse,  an 
orphan's  home  or  a  hospital.  It  is  conducted  strictly  as  an  educa- 
tional institution,  and  is  a  part  of  the  common  school  system  of 
the  state  wherein  whose  who  are  deaf  or  blind  may  receive  an 
education  as  a  matter  of  right  and  not  of  charity. 

Application  for  the  admission  of  pupils  must  be  made  upon 
regular  blanks  of  the  institution  which  will  be  furnished  upon 
request.  All  questions  upon  these  blanks  must  be  answered  in 
full. 

No  child  should  be  brought  to  school  as  a  pupil  until  the 
proper  application  has  been  filed  with,  and  acted  upon  by  the 
President  and  due  notice  sent  by  him  to  the  applicant.  In  the 
case  of  indigent  pupils,  dependent  upon  county  aid,  an  order  of 
court  to  that  effect  as  pro^dded  by  the  law  (Section  1170)  must  be 
filed  with  the  President  before  the  admission  of  such  pupils. 

Section  1170  reads  as  follows:  —  ''In  all  cases  where  a  person  t(^ 
be  sent  to  said  school  is  too  poor  to  pay  for  neccessary  clothin,<4" 
and  transportation,  the  Judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  district 
where  such  person  resides  upon  application  of  anj'  relative  or 
friends,  or  any  officers  of  the  county  where  said  person  resides, 
shall  if  he  deem  the  person  a  proper  subject,  make  an  order  to 
that  effect,  which  shall  be  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to 
the  President  of  said  school,  who  should  then  provide  the  necessa- 
ry clothing  and  transportation  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  and 
upon  his  rendering  his  proper  accounts  therefor  quarter  annually. 
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the    County  Commissioners    shall  allow    and  pay    the  same  out  of 
the  county  treasury." 

The  institution  will  provide  for  each  pupil  reg^ularly  admitted, 
board,  lodging,  laundry,  medical,  attendance,  instruction  and 
school  supplies,  but  cannot  pay  traveling  expenses  to  and  from 
the  school  or  for  any  clothing.  Each  pupil  upon  entering  school 
should  be  supplied  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  suitable  clothing 
to  last  until  the  close  of  the  school  term.  The  pupil's  name 
should  be  clearly  marked  upon  each  article  of  clothing,  as  other- 
wise, there  is  liability  of  loss. 

Parents  must  furnish  postage  in  all  cases  and  may  hear  from 
their  children  in  proportion  to  the  amount  furnished.  The  sess- 
ion lasts  about  forty  weeks.  Parents  sending  us  fifty  (50  cents) 
may  hear  from  their  children  once  a  week,  ten  letters  and  twenty- 
five  postals.  Those  w^ho  do  not  furnish  postage  will  hear  once  a 
month  when  the  monthly  report  of  the  pupils'  standing  in  school 
is  sent  home,  except  in  case  of  illness  when  a  report  is  made  daily 
until  the  child  is  out  of  danger. 

A  contingent  fee  of  $10  should  be  deposited  in  every  case  to 
purchase  such  articles  as  clothing,  shoes,  etc.,  likely  to  be 
needed  during  the  session.  A  strict  account  will  be  kept  of  all 
expenditures  and  an  itemized  statement  made  at  close  of  the 
school  year.  Clothing  and  shoes  may  be  sent  from  home  or 
purchased  by  us  here,  but  nothing  will  be  furnished  without  the 
cash  beforehand  except  in  the  case  of  county  pupils. 

The  annual  session  of  school  begins  the  second  Wednesday  in 
September  and  closes  the  second  Wednesday  in  June.  No  ex- 
tended holiday  will  be  given  at  Christmas,  and  pupils  are  not 
allowed  to  go  home  unless  there  are  excellent  reasons  and  con- 
ditions justifying  special  permission.  Promptness  of  attendance 
at  the  begining  of  the  session  is  of  the  greatest  importance. 

The  President  shall  have  power  at  an}^  time  to  discharge  a 
pupil  from  the  institution  for  inability  to  receive  intruction,  from 
sickness  or  other  cause  or  for  continued  misconduct  and  disobe- 
dience. 

The  institution  is  non-sectarian,  but  thoro  moral  and  religi- 
ous instruction  will  be  given,  especially  on  the  Sabbath  the  nature 
of  it  being  so  general,  that  it  is  accepted  by  all  churches  and 
creeds. 
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All  business  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to  pupils  or  their 
concerns,  or  in  reg-ard  to  new  pupils  must  be  addressed  to  the 
President  and  not  to  subordinates,  otherwise  no  attention  will  be 
paid  to  such  letters.  All  money  should  be  sent  by  express, 
money  order  or  registered  letter  directly  to  the  President  who 
will  acknowledge  receipt  of  same. 

All  boys  attending  school  are  expected  to  wear  the  uniform 
of  the  school.  Price  and  samples  can  be  had  on  application  to  the 
President. 

In  the  industrial  department  after  a  pupil  has  been  assigned 
a  trade  to  learn  such  pupil  cannot  change  to  another  trade  unless 
in  the  judgement  of  the  President  the  change  would  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  pupil. 


Montana  Training  School  for  Backward 
Children 

This  school  opened  Nov.  10,  1905  in  the  town  of  Boulder. 
It  is  under  the  same  management  as  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and 
the  Blind  but  occupies  a  separate  building  of  its  own. 

Its  object  is  to  furnish  special  means  of  improvement  to  that 
portion  of  our  youth  who  are  so  deficient  in  mind,  or  have  such 
marked  peculiarities  and  eccentricities  of  intellect  as  to  deprive 
them  of  the  benefits  of  other  educational  institutions  and  ordinary 
methods  of  instruction. 

The  education  proposed  will  not  only  include  the  simple  ele- 
ments of  instruction  taught  in  comm.on  schools,  where  that  is 
possible  but  will  embrace  a  course  of  training  in  the  more  prac- 
tical matters  of  every-day  life,  the  cultivation  of  habits  of  cleanli- 
ness, propriety,  self-reliance  and  the  development  and  enlarge- 
ment of  a  capacity  for  viseful  work.  To  promote  these  objects, 
pupils  will  receive  such  physical  education,  and  such  moral  and 
hygenic  treatment  as  their  peculiar  and  varied  conditions  demand. 

Mental  inbecilty  depends  upon  some  abnormal  or  imperfectly 
developed  condition  of  the  physical  system — a  condition  in  which 
the  nervous  organization  is  especially  defective — preventing  the 
harmonious  and  natural  development  of  the  mental  powers. 
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Thti  feeblt; -minded  art;  generally  feeble  in  body  as  well  as 
mind.  They  are  wanting  in  muscular  and  nervous  power,  the 
g-ait  and  voluntary  movements  are  grenerally  awkward  and  slow, 
and  the  special  senses  undeveloped  or  inactive.  Physical  training 
and  physical  development  will,  therefore,  be  essential  to  permanent 
mental  improvement,  and  hence  the  importance  of  gymnastic  and 
calisthenic  exercise  in  treatment.  The  reciprocal  influence  of  the 
body  over  the  mind,  and  the  mind  over  the  body  must  be  careful- 
ly studied  and  applied.  The  dormant  energies  of  the  body  must 
be  roused  to  action  by  every  possible  means.  The  wayward  mus- 
cles are  to  be  taught  to  move  in  obedience  to  the  dim  spark  of 
will  that  may  exist.  The  will  must  be  strengthened  and  develop- 
ed. The  very  feeble  power  of  attention  must  be  cultivated  and 
increasd  by  the  most  active  means.  The  affections  must  be  nursed 
— -the  special  senses  trained  and  educated — vicious  habits  are  to  be 
corrected,  and  the  idea  of  obedience  and  moral  obligation  must  be 
planted  and  nourished. 

Some  children  who  are  merely  backward  and  remain  un- 
developed from  being  misunderstood,  neglected  or  abused,  can,  by 
special  means,  be  brought  out  and  reclaimed.  Others  can  be 
arrested  on  their  downward  course,  and  made  orderly,  obedient, 
affectionate,  docile  and  industrious;  and  nearly  all  can  be  materi- 
ally improved  in  their  general  condition  and  habits.  But  in  order 
to  secure  the  realization  of  these  blessings  to  this  afflicted  class, 
they  must  have  that  special  care,  treatment  and  instruction  which 
cannot  be  obtained  in  the  family  at  home,  or  in  private  medical 
practice,  or  by  any  of  the  ordinary  methods  of  instruction,  but 
only  in  some  well-directed  institution,  arranged,  furnished  and 
organized  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  special  objects. 

Admission  of  Pupils,  etc. 

Children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  Vv'lio  are  .so 
peculiar  or  deficient  in  intellect  as  to  be  incapable  of  being  edu- 
cated at  any  ordinary  school,  and  Vv^ho  are  not  epileptic  or  greatly 
deformed,  may  be  admitted.  As  the  State  has  made  no  provision 
as  yet  for  a  custodial  institution  we  cannot  keep  those  children 
who,  after  thoro  trial,  show  no  improvement. 

The  parents    or  friends  of   those  in  whose  behalf  applications 
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are  made  for    admission  as   pupils,  are  expected  to  make  answers 
in  writing:  to  such  questions  the  President  may  prescribe. 

The  building-s  are  commodious  and  in  a  healthy  and  accessible 
location.  The  school  is  in  charge  of  officers  and  teachers  who 
have  had  years  of  experience  in  the  instruction,  training  and  man- 
agement of  this  class  of  children.  An  atmosphere  of  kindness, 
patience  and  consideration  surrounds  the  children  and  we  find 
that  good  discipline  can  be  maintained  in  this  way. 

Corporal  punishment  is  strictly  forbidden  except  in  extreme 
cases  and  then  it  is  must  be  inflicted  in  the  presence  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

No  child  should  be  brought  to  the  school  as  a  pupil  until  the 
proper  application  has  been  filed  with,  and  acted  upon  by  the 
President  and  due  notice  sent  by  him  to  the  applicant.  In  the 
case  of  indigent  pupils,  dependent  upon  county  aid,  an  order  of 
court  to  that  effect  as  provided  bylaw  (Section  1170)  must  be 
filed  with  the  President  before  the  admission  of  such  piipils. 

The  instittition  will  provide  for  each  pupil  regularly  admitted, 
board,  lodging,  laundry,  medical  attendance,  instruction  and  school 
supplies,  but  cannot  pay  traveling  expenses  to  or  from  the  school 
or  for  any  clothing.  Each  pupils  upon  entering  should  be  supplied 
with  a  sufficient  quanity  of  suitable  clothing  to  last  until  the  close 
of  the  school  term.  If  the  pupil  be  of  unfortunate  or  untidy 
habits  a  double  supply  of  clothing  must  be  provided.  A  bond 
will  be  required  in  all  cases  to  insure  the  clothing  and  removal  the 
pupil,  when  required  by  the  President. 

There  will  be  a  vacation  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
and  August,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Board,  at  which 
periods  all  pupils  must  be  removed  by  the  parents  or  guardian 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  President.

Some  time  ago  our  school  adopted  a  uniform  for  the  boys  for  the  sake 
personal  appearance  and  also  a  matter  of  economy  for  the  parents.  of 

All  uniforms  are  of  cloth  made  in  Jacksonville,  Illinois  to  the  order  of  this 
Institution,  and  every  suit  is  to  individual  measure  and  made  to  order  in 
accordance  with  the  specifications  herein. 

The  regulation  uniform  for  boys  consists  of  four  pieces— coat,  trousers, 
vest  and,  cap,  the  cloth  being:  all-wool,  indigo  dyed,  grayish  blue,  nineteen 
(19)  ounces  or  over  to  the  yard;  all  seams  to  be  strongly  .sewed  with  silk: 
button  holes  neatly  worked;  buttons  sewed  on  very  strong. 

Coat 

Single  breasted,  military  coat  with  narrow  turn-down  collar,  two  inside 
breast  pocket  of  extra  strong  silesia.  Making  tab  stitched  on  inside  below 
collar.  On  front  of  coat  four  medium  sized  gold  gilt  buttons,  bearing  the 
coat  of  arms  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  on  the  cuff  of  each  sleeve  two  small 
gilt  bnttons  bearing  the  same  imprint.  Sleeves  trimmed  with  black  military 
braid. 

Pants 

Lined  or  half  lined  with  strongest  unbleached  muslin:  facing  of  good 
sileisa;  pockets  of  extra  strong  drilling  strongly  stayed  and  braced  ;slight 
spring  at  buttom  of  le^s;  back  seams  strongly  stayed  and  braced.  Plain 
black  four-holed  buttons  firmly  sewed  on  inside  near  top  of  black  seam. 
Black  military  braid  stripes. 

Cap 

Forage  pattern,  navy  blue  cloth,  best  quality,  black  braid  around 
buttom  fancy  gold  ornaments  in  front  gold  silk  cord  in  front.  Boys 
over  14  wear  the  regulation  army  compaign  hats  of  drab  felt.
